for the 1956 crop. 
The polling place for the rice 
referendum in this county will bt' 
the Scott County ASC office in Ben­ 
ton. 
All those who. as landlords, ten­ 
ants or sharecroppers had an inter­ 
est in a 1955 rice croo on a farm 
at the time of harvest are entitled 
to vote in the referendum. 
Harold Uthoff. chairman of the 
Scott County Agricultural Stabiliza­ 
tion and Conservation Committee, 
makes clear that the vote is on the 
marketing quota part of the pro­ 
gram. He explains that acreage al­ 
lotments will be in effect regard­ 
less of the outcome of the refer­ 
endum. If quotas are approved by 
at least two thirds or more of the 
growers voting, growers who ex­ 
ceed their allotments will be sub­ 
ject to a penalty of 50 percent of 
parity on their excess marketings, 
and none of their rice crop will be 
eligible for price support.

Since heaters use up 
oxygen, always keep a door or 
window slightly open in a room 
where such a heater is in use. 
All types of heaters should, of 
course, be kept clean and in good 
condition. Any heater that is not 
in good condition—because of age, 
dam age or w ear—should be thrown 
away. H eaters in use should be set 
out of the line of traffic and away 
from curtains", tablecloths, furni­ 
ture and other combustibles.

All types of heaters should, of 
course, be kept clean and in good 
condition.

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Mississippi County Farm News 
By R. Q. Brown. Extension Agent 


The farm outlook for 1956 is 
that farm ers w ill have m ere of 
w hat they had in 1956. That in 
brief is w hat Southeast Missouri 
County A gents concluded after a 
day’s discussion of the outlook in 
a district conference at 
Poplar 
Bluff ten days ago. The follow­ 
ing brings out m any points in the 
day’s discussion w hich were pre­ 
sented by econom ists of the Mis­ 
souri College of A griculture: 
1. Business in general had its 
banner year of history in 1955. 
At the year end. business activi­ 
ty w as at record levels and ris­ 
ing. W hile some slight lessening 
of activity m ay occur some tim e 
later in the year. 1956 seems more 
likely than not to establish a new 
high record. 
2. A gricultural m arketing may 
be slightly lower, due to produc­ 
tion control. 
3. Prices of agricultural prod­ 
ucts probably will continue their 
dow nw ard trend, because of high 
production and increasing 
su r­ 
pluses. 
4. Prices paid by farm ers are 
expected to be steady to higher, 
due to high purchasing power of 
non-farm oeoplc. 
5. Net farm income, therefore, 
is expected to be slightly lower. 
6. Farm land 
prices probably 
will be about steady. 
7. Farm fam ily living expenses 
may be slightly higher, with all 
the increase in non-food items. 
(N ext w eek I will give the ex ­ 
pectations in regard specific farm 
com m odities). 
Averaged 829 Pounds of 
Cotton Lint 
A tter a study of cotton yields 
produced by m em bers ot the Mis­ 
sissippi County Balanced Farm ing 
Association in 1955, H. M. Dunn, 
Associate County Agent, hands me 
some rath e r interesting 
figures. 
The top five m em bers produced 
an average of 829 pounds of Iii* 
per acre as com pared to an aver­ 
age of 489 pounds produced by 
the five who m ade the 
lowest 
yields per acre. All of the top 
five and four of the low five us­ 
ed com m ercial fertilizer for their 
cotton. The lowest yield of the ten 
was by the farm er who used no 
fertilizer. 
I wish there was a way to a r­ 
rive at the exac^t cost per pound 
of producing cotton w here the 
yields averaged 829 pounds 
for 
com parison of the cost w here the 
yield was 489 pounds. I am al­ 
most certain that such 
ligures 
would reveal that the cost per 


pound of producing the higher 
yield was decidedly less. 
I understand th at at the recent 
cotton grow ers’ 
conference 
in 
Memphis, held for the purpose of 
trying to arriv e at a solution of 
the cotton surplus problem, the 
idea was advanced that the cost 
of producing cotton could be low­ 
ered 20 per cent by the exten­ 
sive use of fertilizer and more 
mechanization. It was further sug­ 
gested that if these practices were 
generally adopted that American 
cotton could be sold for 20 per 
cent less w ith as much profit to 
the producer as he is now receiv­ 
ing. And it was further suggest­ 
ed that a 20 percent reduction of 
prices would move a lot of cot­ 
ton for which there is no m ar­ 
ket at the present time. 
Different Kinds of Know How 
Form er Associate Agent M. J. 
Hatton and other form er county 
agents from the United States are 
now in \ario u s parts of Europe 
and Asia for the purpose of teach­ 
ing farm ers in those lands more 
efficient farm ing methods. 
Knowing this, I got a good laugh 
from a cartoon which I received 
in the mail M onday morning from 
Art W allhausen. The cartoon de­ 
picted a group of U. S. experts 
being interview ed by an official 
of the native governm ent who 
asked: “Is the delegation from the 
U. S. seeking to learn our techni­ 
cal ‘k n o w h o w ’? Is it attem pting 
to learn how we avoid having 
farm surpluses?” 
Send Seed Samples Promptly 
Since a public seed testing la­ 
boratory 
is always 
overloaded 
with seed samples far beyond its 
capacity for testing in months of 
December to May, the laboratory 
at the Missouri College of A gri­ 
culture has been forced to set up 
a testing schedule. Right now is 
the time for testing corn, cotton, 
and soybeans. I am advised by of­ 
ficials of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture that no assurance can 
be given farm ers that they will 
gef prompt seed testing service on 
samples of seed from such crops 
submitted later than Feb. I. 
Sanicles may be forwarded di­ 
rectly to the M issouri Seed Test­ 
ily Laboratory, College of Agri­ 
culture, Columbia, Mo., or they 
may be brought to this office and 
we will be glad to forw ard them. 
Quart sam ples are required for 
cotton, corn and soybeans. Only 
pint samples are necessary 
for 
grasses and sm all seeded legumes.

TIPS ON FILING INCOME 
TAX RETURNS FOR FARMERS 
Farm ers in the county have di­ 
verted their thinking from farm ­ 
ing tem porarily now to take up 
the job of filing income tax re­ 
turns. This is a job nobody wants 
to do; but, if you w ant to keep 
the Internal Revenue boys away 
from your door, you had best file 
a return if you made $600.00 net 
in 1955. 
C ontrary to popular thinking, 
farm ers have two choices of fil­ 
ing returns. You may either; (I) 
file your return and pay the tax 
on or before February 15, 1956, 
or (2) file an estim ate of your 
tax and pay this am ount by Ja n ­ 
uary lo, then file your return and 
pay any balance due by 
April 
15. Since April 15 falls on Sun­ 
day, you 
have until April 16 to 
file your 
return and pay the bal­ 
ance due 
in 1956.

If you 
had such losses in 1955 and are 
not fam iliar with regulations af­ 
fecting them, seek advice from 
your tax advisor. 
(7) Again this year, you may 
am ortize the cost of new grain 
storage buildings over a five-year 
period 
rather 
than 
depreciating 
them over the normal useful life. 
(8) Also this year, reasonable 
cash wages paid to a minor child 
for work actually performed as 
a bona-fide employee in the farm 
business may be deducted as a

expense.

the year along with receipts, paid 
bills, and cancelled checks to sub­ 
stantiate them. This is the re­ 
sponsibility of each 
tax 
payer. 
Also, take time to become fa ­ 
m iliar with basic requirem ents of 
income tax laws and the forms 
used. 
Here are a few specific sugges­ 
tions for avoiding prying more 
taxes than legally required: 
( l l Include all farm operating 
expenses. Every dollar overlooked 
will require an additional tax of 
20 cents in the lowest tax paying 
bracket. 
(2) Claim deduction for all de­ 
preciation 
allowances. 
Deprecia­ 
tion accrues each year on all de­ 
preciable capital assets such as 
buildings, 
machinery, 
and 
pur­ 
chased breeding anim als. F u rth ­ 
ermore, it can be claimed only in 
the year it accrues. O m itting a 
depreciation 
allowance 
of $1000 
will result in an overpaym ent of 
200 in taxes, again in the low­ 
est tax bracket. 
A complete, accurate deprecia- 
ion schedule should be a part of 
each year’s 
records. The Social 
Security A dm inistration 
requires 
deduction 
for all allowable de­ 
preciation in com puting net farm 
income for self-employment tax 
computation. 
Depreciation 
at 
a 
faster rate is perm itted for ma­ 
chinery, buildings, and other prop­ 
erty acquired new since December 
31, 19"3. These new depreciation 
methods, such 
as 
the 
declining 
balance method, perm it recover­ 
ing a larger portion of the value 
of an a<set in the early years of 
ownership. 
Don’t forget to include all pur­ 
chased breeding, dairy, and work 
animals in the depreciation sched­ 
ule. It always pays. 
(3) This year, as for 1954. you 
may deduct expenditures made for 
soil and w ater conservation work 
as farm operating expenses—up 
to 25 per cent of gross income. 
This includes expenses for ter­ 
races, 
ponds, 
drainage 
ditches, 
brush 
clearing, 
and 
windbreak 
planting if done on land used in 
farm ing. 
(4) Report the sale of all breed­ 
ing. 
dairy, 
and 
work 
animals 
which qualify on Form Schedule 
D rather than Form 1040F, and

Cut Evaporation Losses By Shad­ 
ing Gas Tanks 
Did you realize you can have a 
SI .50 loss per day on each storage 
tank of gasoline? T hats the evap­ 
oration loss for a 300-gallon tank 
of gasoline during 
hot sum m er 
days as determ ined by agricultur­ 
al engineers at the University o f 
M issouri, according to E. B. Nace, 
A ssistant County Agent. 
With the cooperation of the Mis­ 
souri F arm ers Association which 
furnished gasoline and tanks Don­ 
ald Brooker. University agricultur­ 
al engineer has been doing resea­ 
rch to find ways to cut this loss. 
Results show the best way to pre­ 
vent evaporation loss is to keep 
tanks as cool as possible. 
A n d 
this can be done by painting them 
a light color or by placing them in 
the shade. 
It was found that gasoline will 
not heat up as much stored in a 
tank painted as it will in a r e d 
storage tank. 
Gasoline in 
t h e 
white tank will be bout five de­ 
grees cooler on a warm sum m er 
day. 
An aluminum 
painted tank 
falls in between the red and t h e 
w hite tanks as far as keeping gaso­ 
line cool. Mr. Nace said. 
This five degrees difference i s 
mighty im portant when gasoline 
tem peratures get up to about 95 
degrees because the lighter por­ 
tions of gasoline will boil at this 
tem perature. 
Another factor involved in gasol­ 
ine loss is the length of tim e that 
the gasoline is held at tem pera­ 
tures above 95 degrees. On a clear 
sum m er day. . .the gasoline in a 
red tank m ay be above 95 degrees 
for four to seven hours. 
On t h e 
sam e day. . .gasoline in a white 
tank m ay reaeh 95 degrees for only 
two hours or may not even become 
that warm . 
To reduce losses to a minimum, 
it was necessary to provide shade. 
In one test period, a tank in t h e 
sun lost 8 gallons by evaporation 
while a tank in the shade lost only 
2 gallons.

window slightly open -in a room 
w here such a h eate r is in use.

'lam e or very high' tem peratures. 


One—space heaters—often involves 
the use of flammable liquids. 
To help protect your home, take 
the following precautions: 
1. Heaters. These m ay present 
varied hazards. Electric 
heaters 
consume a good deal of current, 
and m ay overload house circuits. 
Gas heaters should be vented to 
the outdoors. Oil heaters should be 
set level, and never filled or car­ 
ried while they are lighted. Keep 
the fuel supply" outdoors. Wipe up 
all spillage. Since heaters use up 
oxygen, always keep a door or 
window slightly open in a room 
where such a heater is in use. 
All types of heaters should, of 
course, be kept clean and in good 
condition. Any heater that is not 
in good condition—because of age. 
dam age or w ear—should be thrown 
away. Heaters in use should be set 
out of the line of traffic and away 
from curtains', tablecloths, furni­ 
ture and other combustibles. 
2. H earth fires. To keep sparks 
from flying out on rugs and uphol­ 
stery, keep a sturdy fire screen in 
place at all times. Chimneys must 
be clean and free of cracks, too. 
3. Heating system s. Every home 
heating plant, including boilers and 
pipes, m ust be kept clean and in 
good repair. If the ceiling or walls 
near the furnace feel hot, you may 
need m ore insulation to keep them 
from charring or catching fire. If 
in doubt, consult an experienced 
servicem an. Don't leave rubbish or 
kindling, paints or turpentine near 
the furnace. If there are ashes, put 
them in covered m etal cans, never 
in wooden or cardboard boxes.

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Mississippi County Farm News 
By R. Q. Brown, Extension Agent 


The farm outlook for 1956 is 
that farmers will have more of 
what they had in 1S)S5. That in 
brief is what Southeast Missouri 
County Agents concluded after a 
day’s discussion of the outlook in 
a district conference at 
Poplar 
Bluff ten days ago. The follow­ 
ing brings out many points in the 
day’s discussion which were pre­ 
sented by economists of the Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture: 
1. Business in general had its 
banner year of history in 1955. 
At the year end, business activi­ 
ty was at record levels and ris­ 
ing. While some slight lessening 
of activity may occur some time 
later in the year, 1956 seems more 
likely than not to establish a new 
high record. 
2. Agricultural marketing may 
be slightly lower, due to produc­ 
tion control. 
3. Prices of agricultural prod­ 
ucts probably will continue their 
downward trend, because of high 
production and increasing 
sur­ 
pluses. 
4. Prices paid by farmers arc 
expected to be ste a d y to higher, 
due to high purchasing power ot 
non-farm people. 
5. Net farm income, therefore, 
is expected to be slightly lower. 
6. Farm land prices probably 
will be about steady. 
7. Farm family living expenses 
mav be slightly higher, with all 
the increase in non-food items. 
(Next week I will give the ex­ 
p e c ta tio n s in regard specific farm 
commodities).

TIPS ON FILING INCOME 
TAX RETURNS FOR FARMERS 
Farmers in the county have di­ 
verted their thinking from farm­ 
ing temporarily now to take up 
the job of filing income tax re­ 
turns. This is a job nobody wants 
to do; but, if you want to keep 
the Internal Revenue boys away 
from your door, you had best file 
a return if you made $600.00 net 
in 1955. 
Contrary to popular thinking, 
farmers have two choices of fil­ 
ing returns. You may either; (1) 
file your return and pay the tax 
on or before February 15, 1956, 
or (2) file an estimate of your 
tax and pay this amount by Jan­ 
uary 15, then file your return and 
pay any balance due by April 
15. Since April 15 falls on Sun­ 
day, you have until April 16 to 
file your return and pay the bal­ 
ance due in 1956. 
Your extension service in Scott 
County will have a county-wide 
meeting on Friday, January 20, 
to discuss farm records and in­ 
come tax returns. It will be held 
ip the courthouse in Benton, start­ 
ing at 9:30 a.m. and closing at 
3:30 p.m. You should attend this 
meeting if you aie interested in 
learning about these two impor­ 
tant subjects that are vital to 
the 
successful 
management 
of 
any operation—farming or other­ 
wise. C. R. Pitney, extension ec­ 
onomist 
in 
farm 
management, 
will be the principal discussion 
leader at this meeting. 
Most all farmers are interested 
in the question “how can I save 
on income taxes?” The best way 
to avoid ovcr-payment of taxes 
is to keep and accurate record of 
all business transactions through 
the year along with receipts, paid 
bills, and cancelled checks to sub­ 
stantiate them. This is the re­ 
sponsibility of each tax payer. 
Also, take time to become fa­ 
miliar with basic requirements of 
income tax laws and the forms 
used. 
Here are a few specific sugges­ 
tions for avoiding prying more 
taxes than legally required: 
(1) Include all farm operating 
expenses. Every dollar overlooked 
will require an additional tax of 
20 cents in the lowest tax paying 
bracket. 
(2) Claim deduction for all de­ 
preciation 
allowances. 
Deprecia­ 
tion accrues eaeh year on all de­ 
preciable capital assets such as 
buildings, 
machinery, 
and 
pur­ 
chased breeding animals. Furth­ 
ermore. it can be claimed only in 
the year it accrues. Omitting a 
depreciation allowance of $1000 
will result in an overpayment of 
$200 in taxes, again in the low­ 
est tax bracket. 
A complete, accurate deprecia­ 
tion schedule should be a part of 
each year’s records. The Social 
Security Administration requires 
deduction for all allowable de­ 
preciation in computing net farm 
income for self-employment tax 
computation. 
Depreciation 
at 
a 
faster rate is permitted for ma­ 
chinery, buildings, and other prop­ 
erty acquired new since December 
31, 19"3. These new depreciation 
methods, such as the declining 
balance method, permit recover­ 
ing a larger portion of the value 
of an a<set in the early years of 
ownership. 
Don't forget to include all pur­ 
chased breeding, dairy, and work 
animals in the depreciation sched­ 
ule. It always pays. 
(3) This year, as for 1954. you 
may deduct expenditures made for 
soil and water conservation work 
as farm operating expenses—up 
to 25 per cent of gross income. 
This includes expenses for ter­ 
races, 
ponds, 
drainage 
ditches, 
brush 
clearing, 
and 
windbreak 
planting if done on land used in 
farming. 
(4) Report the sale of all breed­ 
ing, 
dairy, 
and 
work 
animals 
which qualify on Form Schedule 
D rather than Form 1040F, and 
pay tax on only one-half of the 
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capital gains. To qualify for this 
“long term gain” treatment, such 
livestock must have been owned 
for 12 months or longer and must 
have 
been 
held 
for 
breeding, 
dairy, or draft purposes and not 
primarily for sale in the ordinary 
course of the farm business. If 
owned less than 12 months, the 
sale of such animals should be 
reported at the bottom of Sched­ 
ule I) under “property other than 
capital assets” : 
(5) Along this same line, it 
will pay tr keep careful record 
of all feeder animals purchased. 
The cost of such animals cannot 
be deducted until the year sold 
if returns are filed on a cash 
basis, 
(6) Don’t overlook losses which 
may have occurred in 1955. Thre'e 
kinds may reduce your tax lia­ 
bility—operation losses, casualty 
losses, and capital losses. If you 
had such losses in 1955 and are 
not familiar with regulations af­ 
fecting them, seek advice from 
your tax advisor. 
(7) Again this year, you may 
amortize the cost of new grain 
storage buildings over a five-year 
period rather than depreciating 
them over the normal useful life, 
(8) Also this year, reasonable 
cash wages paid to a minor child 
for work actually performed as 
a bona-fide employee in the farm 
business may be deducted as a 
farm 
business 
expense. 
Such 
wages are included in the income 
of the child and may require him 
to file an income tax return. Un­ 
der certain conditions, both you 
and the child may claim the $600 
titled. 
(9) 
It will pay to get pro­ 
exemption 
to which he 
is 
en- 
fessional advice in case of major 
transactions such as the sale of 
a farm or home. Special provis­ 
ions in tax laws often will result 
in considerable tax savings. 
(10) 
Don’t bo too hasty 
in 
making additional 
payments 
on 
earlier 
tax 
returns 
which 
are 
questioned. Income tax laws pro­ 
vide protection for your interests 
as a taxpayer. The procedure to 
follow 
is 
outlined 
in 
the 
Tax 
Guide mentioned later. 
And finally, avoid penalties and 
interest payments by filing your 
income tax return on time. You 
may file a tax estimate and pay 
the estimated tax by January 15, 
1956, and then take until April 15 
to file your final return. Or you 
may avoid making the estimate 
by sending in your final return 
and paying the tax by February 
15. 
To 
get 
further 
information 
about these and other tax saving 
ideas, ask your county agent for 
a copy of a new publication en­ 
titled “Farmers Tax Guide”. Ho 
also can provide a new looseleaf 
record hook which will simplify 
keeping financial records needed, 
for accurate income tax returns 
and self-employment tax reports.

This is a com­ 
plete farm account book with a 
5-year inventory record for im ­ 
provements, machinery, livestock, 
feeds and crops. 
Farm Account Books Available 
At Extension Office 
A supply of the Missouri Farm 
Records Book has been received 
at the County Agent’s Office in 
New Madrid, says E. B. Nace, As­ 
sistant County Agent. 
This is a complete record book 
for handling all 
farm expenses 
receipts, net worth, debts, and in­ 
ventories. The book contains a 5- 
year inventory record for live­ 
stock, 
feed, supplies, 
improve­ 
ments and machinery. 
The big advantage of using this 
book is that it is complete in ev­ 
ery detail, and help can be ob­ 
tained from County Agents and 
the University of Missouri in sum ­ 
marizing the records at the end of 
the year. The complete book or 
refills for the record book can be 
obtained each year from the Coun­ 
ty Agent’s Office at small cost. 
Cut Evaporation Losses By Shad­ 
ing Gas Tanks 
Did you realize you can have a 
$1.50 loss per day on each storage 
tank of gasoline? 
Thats the evap­ 
oration loss for a 300-gallon tank 
of gasoline during 
hot summer 
days as determined by agricultur­ 
al engineers at the University o f 
Missouri, according to E. B. Nace, 
Assistant County Agent. 
With the cooperation of the Mis­ 
souri Farm ers Association which 
furnished gasoline and tanks Don­ 
ald Brooker, University agricultur­ 
al engineer has been doing resea­ 
rch to find ways to cut this loss. 
Results show the best way to pre­ 
vent evaporation loss is to ke'cp 
tanks as cool as possible. 
A n d 
this can be done by painting them 
a light color or by placing them in 
the shade. 
It was found that gasoline will 
not heat up as much stored in a 
tank painted as it will in a r e d 
storage tank. 
Gasoline in 
t h e 
white tank will be bout five de­ 
grees cooler on a warm summ er 
day. 
An aluminum 
painted tank 
falls in between the red and t h e 
white tanks as far as keeping gaso­ 
line cool. Mr. Nace said. 
This five degrees difference i s 
mighty important when gasoline 
temperatures get up to about 95 
degrees because the lighter por­ 
tions of gasoline will boil at this 
temperature. 
Another factor involved in gasol­ 
ine loss is the length of time that 
the gasoline is held at tem pera­ 
tures above 95 degrees. On a clear 
summ er day. . .the gasoline in a 
red tank m ay be above 95 degrees 
for four to seven hours. 
On t h e 
same day. . .gasoline in a white 
tank may reach 95 degrees for only 
two hours or may not even become 
that warm. 
To reduce losses to a minimum, 
it was necessary to provide shade. 
In one test period, a tank in t h e 
sun lost 8 gallons by evaporation 
while a tank in the shade lost only 
2 gallons.
